I wish to thank you for your letter of November 
7th. 


I highly appreciate the honor you are paying me

I regret exceedingly that the urgency of the 
spruce situation is such that it will not be possible for me 
to leave here for an indefinite length of timee I am inform- 
ed by the Imperial Munitions Board that my services here are 
likely to be required so long as the present necessity for 
Aeroplane material exists, which is likely to be for the dur- 
ation of the war. 


I have given the matter careful consideration and 
feel that in spite of my personal inclinations, it is necess- 
ary for me to render such assistance here as I can. I cannot 
therefore, promise to visit Toronto at any definite time. If 
I should find it possible to get away in the Winter, and you 
still desire it, I will endeavor to do soe
